IIA VE seea men die. I have watch 
ed the surge of battle. I have heard 
the cnigh of the blasting shells. . 
have ducked my head at the menaoi 


of the eager Mauser ball. The wounded 
liHvesmiled back at me through strained 
white lips. I have known what it mean 
to hold the heart while wuilmg to know 
whether a charge IB to mean defeat o: 
victory. The exaltation of the eheei 
has been mine. I have felt the sullen 
murder desire—the stuiek of the sou 
for revenge. But apprehension of somi 
nameless insistent horror is the worst o 
battle and siege. 


For eight days we had expected mas 


sacre. Dread tales were told us of the 
dart treachery of these Manila men 
Murder was said to lurk behind their 
blandest smiles. No ship captain would 
take one of them along because of the 
'earful things they had done upon the 
sea. There had been mysterious tnur- 
clers of white men who had put their 
rust in Filipino servants. Men and 
women bad disappeared, leaving no trace 
or tiacks ; and we felt that we were sur- 
ounded bysullenness. Something creepy 
was brooding in the air. 


I never want to pass such days again. 


And our men chafed under the strain. 
Washington, mighty Washington, had 
'rdered them to keep peace at any eost. 
They knew the "bolo men" were plot- 
ing. 
They saw all too plainly tbat the 


natives thought the Americans feared 
Agumaldo and hie braves. These na- 
ives had become insolent and sel£-as- 
ertive ; but Washington said : "Keep 
he peace!" 
The Spaniards taunted us. The Ger- 


mans sneered. Even the English seem- 
d pained. Everywhere we heard the 
whisper that "the Ameucans look well,

uspicious looking alley or narrow street 
n American soldier waited, bis rifle in 
a band. Manila is an ideal spot for a 
tassacre or a mob. The Tondo district 
only one of many places crowded with 
ative shacks built on the maze plan. 
These places harbor the sharpshooters 
nd the "bolo" men. We carried our 
stola in our bauds that night as we 
•ove,'and many a bullet sung as it sped 
aat to do damage to something further 
n.

They looked 
grim and businesslike in tbe shadows of 
the call trees, with flecks of light playing 
over them and only tbeir faces wholly 
in darkness under the rims of their cam- 
paign hats. Tall and square and health- 
ful-looking they were, and with DO fear 
nor solemnity. There were jokes and 


soldier and sailor cares nothing for dan 
ger if he can cheer, and no one gives 
lig for danger it they can hear that chee 
It has in it every element of courag 
and confidence and manhood.

That ride past the American office] 


and soldiers, with their cheers rlngin 
out on the night air, with the sounds o 
battle, of Mauser and Springfield, arti 
lery and ship's fire mingled, and th 
lonely singing of strong and spent bu 
lets about our heada, will live in raernor 
as long as life. We passed the Colorad 
battalion on the Calle Alix. We passe 
on to the last sentry at the limit of th 
city, where already the signal corps wa 
busily stretching tbe wires, and then w 
got into the midst of the darkness, wit 
no sound save the sounds of battle 
W 


held our firearms tightly and straine 
our eyes into the darkness beyond. 


For two miles one of us looked to tt 


right and the other to the left, and w 
spoke no word, only now and then, w 
diew long bieaths of the cooler night al 
that came to us from the valley. 


"IlalL1" came suddenly from th 


darkness in front,and theFilipinocoach 
man trembling and chattering, stoppei 
with alacrity. "Who comes there ?" 


Instinctively we clasped oui weapon 


well as we answered. Whether enem 
or liiend, the tension of wartime inspire 
you to self protection. 


"Advance and be recognized 1" 
We shook hands after advancing. W 


had never seen the man before, bnt i 
the trenches he was like a long-los 
brother. 


"You make a beautiful target witl 


those.carriage lamps," he said. "You'! 
draw the fire up here if you don't pu 
them out. 


And then I knew I was in the presenc 


of the enemy. Tbe thought senc littl 
tremors up and down my back and mad 
me long for a good, high, solid atone wal 
—just for a minute. Then some om 
said: "Are you afraid ?" 


Afraid 'i 
Why, then I would havi 


pranced in front of a cannon's mouth 
with a smile on my face and my bean 
well-fitttd into the heel of my shoe. 


There were piles of earth and sand 


bacs. The works reached to my neck 
and I hud to climb up a little ways tc 
see well over them and down into th 
valley where lay the white, deserted 
camp of the Xebraskans, and acrop 
which were etrei ;hed tbe enemy's in 
frenchmen! i. Beyond the mountains o 
Luzon rose high and dark into the cloud: 
that hang heavy around the boiizon and 
hid what men were doing from the face 
of the rising moon. 


Plainly, oh, so plainly, with deathliki 


distinctness, came volley after volley o: 
Mauaer and Springfield Ore. The bulleti 
sailed above us into tbe branches and 
below into the trenches, but they touch- 
ed none of us 


The Charleston's guns, off Malabon 


and Caloocan. were hurling shells into 
the woods. Six miles of firing lines be 
tween myself and the bay, and we were 
getting it on two sides. And yet it was 
so dark that I could not see our skirmish 
mes nor the enemy. As thetimepassec 
and the firing became less heavy, the 
ads on the hillside lay down on the 
warm earth beside their guns, some in 
the trenches and some among the hills. 


Meanwhile I climbed up the hill to 


watch the IItab battery while they placed 
their guns in position to overlook miles 
of fair valley and human habitations, 
["be rumhleof ammunition carfs blended 
with the noise of firing. Messengers, 
mounted and dismounted, glided here 
»nd there like hastening shadows. An 
irderly came up and saluted. 


"Any news ?" the officer asked. 
"One'or two wounded, I believe, sir," 
be orderly answered, with quiet serious' 
ess. 
"Any orders for the night ?" 
"There will be no forward movement 


until morning, sir. The men will rest 
until daylight." 


There was a quiet bum of dissatisfac- 


ion from the men. They were longing 
o fight. 
All this seemed strange in the midst 
f tbe reality as it seems in the telling, 
ducked my head with the rest when 


he bullets went by ; discussed the al- 
eady wounded and the possibility of 
etting hit myself; wished urgently for 
ayligbt so that the fight with the"nig- 
ers" might begin in good earnest; 
oped for and did not discover until I 
ad started home that I had put on a 
ark gown and forgott3n to change a 
air of white slippers when I started to

After an hours sleep daylight came. 
couldn't discover the daylight, but I 
new the attack had begun, so it must 
e dawn. A thousand thunder storms 
nd an earthquake would have seemed 
ild in contrast with the terrific noise 
hat marked tbe beginning of the battle 
f Manila. I beard sounds of shuttling 
eet in the corridor of the hotel. I went 
ut and they were bearing in a lad. A 
reat strong fellow be was, with a beard- 
ess face, His blue shirt was cut and 
orn and stained with blood and'his face 
was pallid and lifeless. 


''Four niggers jumped on him with 
nives here in this alley, took him in the 
ack, and he didn't have any show." 
0 explained one of tbe bearers. 
They laid him straight on a bed and 
cured some brandy down his throat, 
resently he came to and lay very still 


waiting for the ambulance. He made 


o murmur of complaint, although his 
•illor and the expression of bis eyes 
bowed tbat he suffered. This was my 
rat sight of blood that day. It was far 
rota tbe last, 
1 went out to fight again. The city 
as qniet aa any Sabbath-day city is 
Tbe nativea were not anxious for their 
ouPs good, bnt tbe Spaniards went 
uietly and fearfully to church and went 
uickly borne again. Gieat numbers of 


Spanish men stood on tbe Luneta drive- 
way watching tbe Monadock throwing 
her shells into the enemy's trenches back 
of the Malate fort. 


Tbe fort is perbaps a mile and a bait 


distant from the Luneta straight out tbe 
Calle Eeal. It was not very long before 
it reached tbe last house and the first 
trenches to the south of the city. 


"Don't go beyond tbese trees," said a 


sentry. "It's like a bail storm there. 
The sharpshooters are firing from tboae 
bamboo trees." 


So I turned to the right and drove in 


tba direction of tbe baach. 


The monitor stood before me, so close 


to shore tbat I could see ber crew and 


Francisco harbor.

In and ou 
those lads crept bphind the high trench 
es, now a volley would rend the air, am 
then shot after shot given and retuiued 
and each one snapping and singing it 
little death tune. Thau they brought 
wounded man past me on a litter. Ill 
eyes were closed. They said he wa 
wounded unto death, aud their eje 
blazed as they looked down upon him 
for he bad been tbeir comrade. 


And after that there were no mor 


celebrations. It began to be honibl 
real. I strained my eyee after each vol 
ley and tiernbled until the bullets hai 
dropped to sleep lest that dear hue o 
broad-ahouldered, dark-clothed fellow 
should fall. And they did fall—a few o 
them—and I could see they Uy very stil 
in tbe hot sun. 


An officer rode up to me by way of th> 


beach, his horse, stopping every few fie 
on account of tbe rain of bullets. 


"You bad better go home," he said 


"You are liable to get hit. 


"So aie you," said I, as a bullet droj: 


ped a few feet tbe other side of Linn. 


"That is what I am here for," he said 


with an inflection on the "1" which lef 
me nothing but to obey. 


My coachman was oveijoyed, Jlego 


up from behind the fence, clambered on 
to tbe box and drove madly away, mut 
tering: "Muchmalo; mucha locho." 


I ordered him to turn to the south-eas 


in tbe direction of dense smoke, and hi 
muttering ceased and bis trembling be 
gan again. 


We came out p»9t the second reservi 


hospital and the Fourth artillery bar 
racks and tbe Paco bridge. It was th< 
hottest time of tbe day. 


The Paco church seems to overhang 


Paco bridge, and that district was an in 
surgent headquarter. There had been 
collected a lot of desperate, dark-browed 
fellows, lazy aud fond of plunder ; cruel 
ly wronged, perhaps, in tbe past, but de 
termined to wrong again. 


Perhaps 100 of these fighteu, well 


armed, bad taken a position in the 
church. 
From there they could fire 


easily into the city, into the barracks of 
the Fourth cavalry and the Washington 
and into ihe windows of the hoepilais. 


Tbe sentry suggested tbat my horsea 


would be shot, so I sent them off the 
Bridge. 


In front of me tbe men wpre loading 


and firing and reloading. Xipa huts 
were burning, sending black clouds of 
smoke and tongues of flame up into tbe 
clear Sabbath sun.

now not. They were not seen entering

Our men pushed on burning and charg- 


ng. They brought some of them back 
ast me dead, dying and wounded. One 
f tbe Washington regiment shot ten feet 
rom me, smiled aa he went by. 
At four o'clock tbe firing bad ceased. 
drove out to see tbe remains of block- 
ouse 14 and to see a battlefield still

SCUOOL CAUSE. 


In its review of the new books the X. 


Y. Sunday ftVu mentions "The Life of 
Thaddeus Stevens," by .Samuel W. Mc- 
Call, recently published. 
It says, in 


part: 


In 1833 Stevens, at the age of 41, took 


bis seat m the Pennsylvania House of 
Representatives as 
A member 
from 


Adams county. He very quickly took 
rank among the leading members of hi 
party by his vigorous attacks upon Jack 
son and his stippoi tars. He secured dur 
ug his first term of oflie« a liberal appro 
pi ialion for Pennsylvania College at Get- 
tysburg, and in recognition of his ser 
vices, one of th« Quest buildinge belong 
mg to the institution received the nam 
of Stevens Hall 
Re-elected to the Leg 


slature in 1831, hi- gamed the next yea 
a victory in behalf of the public schoo 
system, which, to lin Idlest hour, he re- 
garded as tbe greatest achievement o 
his life. For many je^rs the system hat 
prevailed m Pennsylvania of furnishing 
public education, .is ot providing public 
subsistence, only to selt-contesbed pan 
pers. Tee system was Gist caat awue in 
Philadelphia, which provided free schools 
at the public (expense. The agitation for 
the extension of lue Philadelphia plan 
to the whole Suie finally bore fruit in 
the act of IbS-l, which, while defective m 
details, leeogmzed ihe principle of free 
public schools tor rill. A violent reac- 
lion arose against Ihio measure, and 32. 
000 citizens petitioned loi a repeal of it, 
while only 2.300 lorwarded petitions in 
ts favor. -A hill to repeal the Public 
School act quickly passed the Senate, and 
Dame up in tbe House m the early part 
if Apiil, liSS 
Ojly on« obstacle stood 


n its path. That was a single Uepre- 
entative, who would uo moie pander to 
a popular passion of which he believed 
be people would rcppnt as soon as tbeir 
iyes were opened tl'an he would pander 
o a mob. Sevens braved tLa storm at 
ts highest pitch, and boldly moved to 
tnke out all oi the Senate bill after tbe 
nactmg clause, and to substitute for it 
1 bill strengthening the law the repeal of 
ivhich was demanded. If we may trust 
he report of ear witnesses, the speech 
which he thereupon delivered deserves 
M rank among the great parhamentaiy 
addresses. It certainly produced an ef- 
ect second to 110 speech evei utlered m 
n American legislative assembly. Dr. 
Jeorge Smith, who was a mernbur of the 
jegislature at the time, wrote nearly 
Ity years later that "the Iliouae v\a.s 
lectrified, and that the school system 
as saved from ignominious dsteat " 
he Ilitrrlsliunt coirespondent of the 


American Daily Enterpriser ot Philadel- 
hia declared, alter cieJitmg Stevens 
with preventing the repeal of the law, 
Mt ''the speech of this gentleman was 
lie ablest I hava ever heard." It is a 
latter of record that the victory confi 
ently expected by the I'nends of repeal 
pas suddenly turned into defeat, and the 
motion of Stevens was carried by nearly 


two-thirds vore. What was even more 
xtraordmary, the members ot the State 
enate. who had listened to the speech, 
elurned to the chamber and immediate- 
y concurred, after the few unimportant 
raendments m the House substitute for 
jeir bill. Gov Wolf, although politi- 
ally opposed to Stevens, was a fiieud of 
.ee schools, and, after the tiiumph in 
ie House, sent for their successful Rep- 
esentative, and, throwing his arms 
bout his neck, thanked him for the 
reat service he bad "rendered to our 
ominon humanity " It is interesting 
o recall the words with wuich Stevons 
let the argument tbat those who had no 
hildren and paid the school tax received 
o benefit from it. The rax was, he 
ays, directly for their benefit, "inas- 
much as it perpetuates tha Government 
nd insures the due administration of the 
ws under which they live, aud by which 
ieir lives and property are protected " 
he industrious and wealthy farmer, he 
ontmued, pays a heavy tax to support 
rimiual courts and jails, although "he 
sver gets the worth of his money by be- 
ig tried for a ciime by the court, al- 
wed the privilege of a jail on convic- 
OD, or receiving an equivalent from the 
lenff or his hangmen officers.

ary to suppoi t and punnh couvicts, but 
udly complains of that which goes to 
revent his fellow being from becoming

The mention in our columns last week 


of a movement, on foot looking to a 
celebration of Adams county's centen- 
nial year—1900, revives in a manner a 
subject which tas been in the minds of a 
number of our citizens for some time. 


Three or four years ago. as welt as on 


previous occasions, the matter was 
agitated, and inquiry was made of 
loveral gentlemen—some o{ those who 
would likely lead in the project, as to 
their opinions of the practicability o£ the 
idea then suggested; but an opinion 
seemed to prevail which dul not look 
favorable to the plan. The objections 
offered related largely to the fact that 
Gettysburg is so accustomed to demon- 
strations, parades and big days that it 
would be difficult to arouse interest in a 
local celebration, and it was thought 
that that argument applied as well to 
the general people of our County as to 
the citizens of Gettysburg, in that to 
none would there be auythmg of noveltj 
or entertainment iu the paraile ana 
crowd of people usually incident to such 
occassions. 


It waa further suggested that as 


Adams county's business is largelj 
agricultural the project would b« lack- 
lug of the support so generally afforded 
by the manufacturing interests in those 
places where celebrations havfi been suc- 
cessfully held. 


It may not be our province to pass 


upon the validity of these aud the 
various other reasons offered, pro aud 
COD, but it seems that they apply with 
greatest force to what might be termed 
a ''demonstration." 


Would not some observance of the 


day when Adams county shall have 
rounded out its hundred years he in 
place, however plain or unassuming 
might be the exercises connected with it? 


MEMORIAL DAY. 


The 
observance of 
Memorial Daj 


this year has singular interest for the 
reason that the country has been en- 
gaged in war again after the longest 
interval of peace it baa enjoyed since 
its founding. 
From the close of the 


Kevolutionary War, in 1783, to the 
breaking out of the second war wit! 
Great Britain, in 1812, was twenty-nine 
years. 
The last named war euded ip 


1815, and a peaceful interval, disturbed 
by brief wars with the Indians, of thirty- 
one years preceded the beginning of the 
war with Mexico, in 1846. From the 
close of the Mexican War to the com 
mencement of the Civil War there was 
peace for thirteen years; but this inter- 
regnum was marked by two luuiau 
wars one of them lasting seven years 
From the close ot the Civil War, ID 


18G5, 
to the opening of the war with 


Spain for the independence of Cubu 
thirty-three years elapsed. A new gen 
eration has arisen during this long 
reach of time, to which war was a strange 
experience. 
This new generation has 


learned something of the real signili 
cance of warfare, the sacrifices it brings, 
the heroism it developes, and it entered 
into the spirit and I'elt the thiill ol 
patriotism which so profoundly moved 
the country m wartime of old. 


Memorial Day this >ear comes with 


fresh significance and with added sol- 
emnity. 
The thinning colmnus of vet- 


erans are a great object lesson in pa- 
triotism, to be studied in couuectioii 
with the late uprising of the nation 
for the salvation of Cuba. 
The old 


lines of cleavage, which divided the 
country when 
these veterans 
went 


forth to fight for the Union, have dis- 
appeared, Lave been utterly effaced, 
by a war in which North and South, 
East and West found a common in- 
spiration. 
The young recruits who 


hurried to the fiont within the past 
year and the old soldiers who hurried 
there in the early sixties alike teach 
us that American patriotism is not ol 
this or that generation; but these oKl 
soldiers and these new ones poiut a 
contrast also. 
The sections are now 


at one. 
The men of the North aud the 


men of the South have been matching 
to war together under the oae flag. 
In the ordering ot Providence a re- 
markable 
change 
has 
taken 
place 


since these older heroes began to ob- 
serve Memorial Day. Let North and 
South now obey loyally Mr. Lincoln's 
injunction in bis last inaugural address: 
"With firmness in the right,' ,xs God 
gives us to see the right, let us strive on 
to finish the work we are in, to bind up 
the nation's wounds, to care for him 
who shall have borne the battle, and for 
his widow and orphans."—Scotland In- 
dustrial School JVeici. 


THE OFFICE A.ND THE JIAX. 


The Democrats of Pennsylvania are 


in a position at this time to do the State 
great service if they shall pull together. 
They did pull together iu last year's 
State campaign, and afterward in the 
Senatorial campaign curried on in the 
Legislature. As a result of this har- 
monious action in favor of policies as to 
which the whole body of the party is 
agreed the demoralization which had ex- 
isted in the party organization because 
of petty personal rivalries has in large 
measure disappeared. 
The party now 


presents a solid fiont against its divided 
opponents. 


It is to be hoped that this promising 


condition of affairs is not to be disturbed 
by raising questions of Federal policy 
this year which must be decided next 
year. Sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof. The candidates selected by the 
party for Justice of the Supreme Court, 
Judge of the Superior Court and State 
Treasurer should be chosed with sole 
reference to their ability to serve the 
people capably and efficiently in the of- 
fice* for which they may be named. 
Their standing should be such as to com- 
mend them especially to the votes of 
independent Republicans as well as 
Democrats. 


No man ought to be countenanced 


who, in the hope of securing a nomina- 
tion for himself, should seek the support 
of the party by dividing it in advance 
upon questions about which there may 
be honest differences of opinion. This 
particularly applies to candidates for 
Justice ot the Supreme Court, a place 
for which the nomination this year will 
b« equivalent to election. This high of- 
fice should not be the prize of diligent 
seeking. The party should tind the man 
for itself, and should select him for him- 
self because of high qualification, and 
not because of vociferation or delegate 
bunting. 


Too much depends on the result of the 


next election iu Pennsylvania to make 
it prudent to tling aside any advantage. 
Self-seeking schemes should be made 
to take a back seat, whilst the party, 
impelled by a common purpose, should 
put its best foot 
forward. — Phila.

Tlie Exeter Disaster. 


Jury Saya tlie Wreck "Was Due to Negli- 


gence of Employes. 


• After deliberating for nearly eight hours 
the Coroner's Jury investigating tbeEead- 
ing Eailway disaster at Exeter on May 12 
rendered the following verdict last Wed- 
nesday. 


"We, the undersigned jury, empaneled 


by Dr. William H. Eothermel, Coroner of 
Berks county, Pa., to investigate the cause 
of the deaths of John Slingluff and others, 
who lost their lives in a rear end passenger 
train collision on the Philadelphia & Read- 
ing Railroad, at. 8.51, on the evening of 
May 12, at Exeter Station, Pa., have care- 
fully proceeded with the investigation, and 
bave inquired into all the circumstances 
attending the same. 


"We agree that the said John Slingluff 


and others came to their deaths through 
the negligence of some of the employes of 
the said railroad company. 


"We censure George C. Bowere, the 


trainmaster at Philadelphia, who used bad 
judgment in equipping the special train 
with a crew unfamiliar wit-h the main line 
division, and condemn Engineer Harry 
Orreil and Conductor A. E. Magee for 
careless and reckless running of eaid spec- 
ial train, and Engineer Wildermuth for 
violating the lule in passing the signal 
board at Exeter Station, and theu again 
backing his train northward 235 feet. 


"Upon the evidence submitted by train- 


master M. Blaine aud Assistant trainmas- 
ter J. L. Bingnman, we find that train dis- 
patcher James Rourke was negligent in 
uot notifying the special crew of the delay 
of the express train aud of the time of 
their own departure. 


"We most emphatically condemn the 


iudependent towel system below Reading 
operating »s they did at the time of the 
collision, and would recommend the cut- 
ting down of a section of trees, which ob- 
struct the view of the signal rnan of Tower 
22. 


"We further recommend that the Phila- 


delphia & Reading Railway Company in- 
augurate a ten-minute rule of moving its 
passenger trains, believing, from the late 
accident, that the five-minuta rule now in 
vogue is too dangerous, especially iu the 
running of trains at night, and to rigidly 
enforce the prompt obedience of ail its 
rules laid down to itg employees.

TtJBERCTJLiOSIS. 


CONSUMPTION IN MAX IS RELATION 


TO TCBERCTJT.OSTS fX CATTLE— 


WHY SO MANY CATTJLK 


HAVJE BISKS K1IAED. 


Xo more notable event has taken plac 


in the history of sanitary science thar 
Che formation of a national aasociatioi 
for the prevention of consumption ant 
other forms of tuberculosis imnan, say; 
the London Field. Some considerabli 
time has been occupied in establishing 
the now accepted fact of the identity o: 
the two forms of disease, which at oni 
period were not even suspected to be in 
any way related. It was known all alonf 
that cattle, cows especially, were subjec 
to a wasting disorder under theinfluenct 
of which they became living skeletons 
and on post mortem examination certain 
eheesy masses were found in the lungs 
and other organs associated with clusters 
of small grape-like tumors, adherent to 
or hanging from the membranous sacs 
covering the lungs (pluera) and also sim- 
ilar membranes which are reflected ovei 
the walls of the abdominal cavity anc 
the organs contained in it. The tumors 
on being cut open were generally found 
to contain a cheesy deposit, often with a 
gritty envelope, the result a calcareous 
degeneration. 
Such appearances were 


recognized to be in some respects similar 
to those found in the consumptive hu- 
man being; but although the clinical 
symptoms and the morbid appearances 
might be allied, it did not occur to pa 
thologists that the two disorders could 
be resolvable into one, nor was it sus- 
pected that the affection, either in the 
human subject or in the cow, was con 
tagious in its nature. 
On the contrary 


there was ample evidence of an experi- 
mental kind to prove that tubercle could 
be induced by various means in rabbits 
and guinea pigs without the intervention 
of infective matter. 
The inhalation ot 


powdered cheese or cinnabar, or an in- 
jury of the soft textures by a blow or 
other mechanical force caused under cer- 
tain conditions a deposit of caseous ma 
terial apparently of the same character 
as that which had always been found in 
tubercle. Caseous deposits, it may be 
observed, were often seen in catarrha 
pneumonia and in other morbid state? 
and until Koch discovered the tubercle 
bacillus there was nothing to enable thi 
pathologist to differentiate tubercle from 
other deposit which exhibited similar 
characters. Cattle which suffered from 
the advanced form of tuberculosis, and 
became "wasters" or "piners" or "grap 
ed" were few in number. 
A herd ol 


forty or fifty cows would perhaps only 
furnish one, two, or three cases in the 
course of a year and the affected animals 
were always the old worn-out cows, so 
that ths loss to the stock owner was not 
of fni7ch consequence, and the disease at- 
tracted very little notice. The occasion- 
al detection of a graped cow did not sug 
gest to the stock owner that the herd of 
which the cow formed it part would have 
furnished several examples of the disease 
if a reliable test had been available, al- 
though none of the animals showed 
this stage the slightest sign of failing 
health and none of them would in all 
probability be suspected uutil the lesion8 
were discovered in the slaughter-house 
to which the auimal would at last be 
consigned, not as worn out feeble sub- 
jects, but in fair butchers' condition. 
With the discovery of the tubercle 
bacillus the difficulty of diagnosis ceasecl 
and the detection of the siime organism 
in consumptive persons and in several of 
the lower animals left no room for doubt 
that consumption is only a. form of tu- 
berculosis. 
Ou the basis of the know- 


ledge acquired by experimental work, 
the national association for the preven 
tion of the disease in man proposes to 
proceed with an attempt to stamp it out 
by the adoption of isolation and other 
means. In the first place, the national 
A&jociation will endeavor to educate the 
public mind in the knowledge which has 
recently been acquired by scientists and 
practical observers, as to the nature ot 
the disease. This point was strongly in- 
sisted on by Sir William Broadbent, at 
the meeting which took place at Marl- 
bcroagh House on the ^Oth iast. 
That 


consumption is a contagious disease, and 
that consumptive persons are far more 
dangerous to their friends and relations 
than consumptive animals are to men, 
are facts which need to be impressed on 
the public mind and that it will take 
some time to secure ttie reception of the 
truth by those who are most concerned 
in knowing it.

TJie School Fund. 


It seems to be settled that legal pro- 


ceedings will beinstitued iu the Supreme 
Court to test the light of the Governor 
under the Constitution to veto a pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution, 
and also to appoint a United States 
Senator, In addition to these proceed- 
ings it is reasonably certain that legal 
measures will be taken in some form 
to test the power of the Governor to re- 
duce the school appropiiation, says the 
Phila. Times. 


The distinctive issue to be decided iu 


the legal proceedings to entoree the pay- 
ment of the full appropriation to the 
schools relates to the light of the Gover- 
nor to change the amount of an appro 
priation made by the Legislature. His 
right to veto any speoiijcitemln the gen- 
eial appropriation bill, whether it stull 
be a section, a paragraph, a sentence or 
even part of a sentence, is not disputed ; 
but no executive has ever heretofore as- 
sumed the right to change the amount if 
specifically appropriated by the Legisla- 
ture for any particular purpose. It, is a 
very important constitutional question 
and one that has never been raised, or 
even thought of, until Governor Stone 
applied tfce piinciple to the general ap- 
propriation bill of the last Legislature. 
He has managed to raise more constitu- 
tional disputes just on the threshold of 
his term than any Governor of the past 
precipitated during bis entire service.

The World's Wheat Yield. 


The world's wheat production in 1898 


was the largest on record. According to a 
compilation by Statistician Hyde, of the 
Federal Department of Agriculture, the 
grand aggregate wheat yield last year was 
2,379,924,000 bushels, which was 652,179, 
000 bushels larger than that of 1897 and 
392,571,000 bushels in excess of the annual 
average product during the seven years for 
which the United States Statistician has 
prepared complete dates. 
There were a 


few countries (like Sweeden, Turkey in 
Asia and Cape Colony) the production of 
which showed a slight decrease , but their 
output was an inconsiderable petcentage 
01 tbe total, and the fact remains that 
every continent on the globe produced 
more wheat in 1S98 tban in 1SS17. 


These statistics bave an extreme practi- 


cal bearing on the present position of tbe 
world's wheat markets, and may be stud- 
ied with interest by speculators who have 
been disposed to predicate a permanent 
rise in prices upon the current reports of a 
probable decrease in the yield of winter 
in this country. 
It is probably true that 


the domestic crop yield will fall short of 
the unprecedented outturn ol last year ; 
but it is open to question whether the de- 
ficiency will be greater than the excess 
p'-oductiorj of 1S98,which will be carried 
over into the 1809 crop year. 
The latest 


reports concerning crop conditions abroad 
are extremely favorable ; and in view of 
last season's immenBe production, and its 
probable contribution to the world's re- 
serve stocks, the situation does not suggest 
the likelihood of a continuance of such 
activity in the European demand for 
American -wheat as that which has given 
t.bia country a commanding position in 
the markets during the past two years. 
Crop failures in other parts of the world 
may yet occur to change the prospects ; but 
if the present promise of foreign crops 
shall be maintained il.will require more 
than the moderate decrease now indicated 
in the American yield to materially raise 
the level of the world's markets.—Phila.

B Barton, the sender of the precious 
grains, has in his office in Milwaukee, 
Wis., 19 ears, in every lespeet like other 
corn, save tbat the grains are much larg- 
er, and iu colora datk chocolate.

Bui ton received the ?oru from Mr. Bar- 
num, 
of Columbus, Neb , and Mr. liar- 


num raised fieae eara from the oiiginal 
seed, discovered in a cave hermetically 
sealed in some ancient and curious pot- 
tery.

June, and the growth seemed to him to 
be marvelous.
